13  years  later  the 
library  building  could  no  long- 
er adequately  house  the  Uni- 
versity’s book  collection.  Since 
then,  100,000  volumes  have 
been  placed  in  temporary  fa- 
cilities or  in  storage  outside  the 
Grant  Library. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year, 
233,162  volumes  were  in  the 
BYU  libraries.  Books  are  being 
added  at  the  rate  of  over  1,000 
volumes  per  month. 

AT  PRESENT,  in  addition  to 
volumes  placed  in  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson’s  home, 
books  are  stored  in  the  Maeser, 
Brimhall,  Smith,  and  McKay 
Buildings  and  the  Eyring  Science 
Center  on  upper  campus  and 
under  the  Women’s  Gym  on  low- 
er campus. 

The  Grant  and  science  librar- 
ies circulated  over  77,000  books 
in  1955  in  addition  to  79,355 
books  used  from  the  reserve  col- 
lection. For  the  same  year  over 
25,000  reference  questions  were 
answered  by  staff  members  in 
the  reference  area. 

THE  LIBRARY  system  has  14 
members  on  the  professional  li- 
brary staff  with  five  clerical  and 
sub-professional  staff  members. 
Approximately  70  students  are 
working  in  the  libraries  on  -a 
part  time  basis.
